IF every soldier carried a marshal's baton in 
his knapsack, as Napoleon declared, then cer- 
tainly the hnmMest Soldier of the Salvation 
Army bears v^i^rltjnvn^d^^hjfl her, in their 
spirit of self-sacrifice andjcori&ecrated aggression 
far th« Kingdom of God possibilities ol vastly 
wider influence and more lasting fame. Within 
ihcir reach, e\en here on this earth, is a "crown 
of glory" (hat fadcth not and a name that shall 
be held in continual rabranre! This is the 

inspiring thought ol out latejt interview with 
the General, as it is also of the Jubilee Celebra- 
tion which has called forth these Reflections 
(S3JS the Brhish "War Cry").

ft will he noted that the General's mind was 
si in dwelling upon "the moulding and shaping 
influences atid personalities which God so won- 
droGsly look hold of and used in (lie developing 
of (Fie Movement, and it is the same Divine 
leading that is so apparent in this chapter of 
pripins. 

"You had last week reached a point. General, 
where this new Organization had gained its foot- 
ing-, 50 to speak, and was beginning lo stretch 
out (oivards wider activities." 

"Yes. though as yet only on the Field side. It 
was this that took mc on a distant journey for the 
purpose oT opening; what to-day we should call a 
new Corps. I was quite a young fellow, and was 
-, assisted locally by one of those devoted men of 
whom I spoke last week. Captain Thomas, as 
we later knew hfm, was not part'cularly great on 
the platform, but he had a heart ol gold, oi 
abound!] if; love and sympathy where sorrow and 
poverty a»d suffering were concerned! Together 
we visit n! the Imvcst and poorest districts oi 
Hint town, Thomas putting on an apron and 
bftuljliiug lJiu dirt oil the floors and cleaning ihe 
gratfaand lighting the hits of fire, -while I helped 
to wash atid tend the sick, cut the tangled bair 
of (lie old .-Hid helpless, and so forth. Between us 
wo clothed the naked, led the hungry, and somc- 
iLiues performed tlic last loving services. lor the 
dead. 

Gave Movement Direction 

"Oijil.iiii Tim ma** died inji very long aiicr, and 
vrcnt to Ik-nrcji in a chariot from the streets of 
WliHechaput*, but, I ask you again, what do we 
nut pwc lo micIi as he?' It was this war!: of prac- 
tiot Christianity that gave td ihe Movement the 
direction towards the lowest nnd slummtcsl of 
tile populaiion. We saw, from this humble be- 
ginimg, a vista ot human want and misery such 
as v;c hail not realized helore, as also a better 
way of dealing with it than merely coing ro such 
'liomcV with a tract or an invitation to attend 
meetings. Thank God, too, that our Founder 
and those who acted with him, instead of saying, 
This is not spiritual work, this Es> not the Voca- 
jmn of nn ApostleV had the wit to perceive (hat 
it was a manifestation of (he very thfng wc were 
most striving lojjring into the people's Kves^ — 
ilie love oF liod.

"From this simple serricc of practical compas- 
mn sprang later on the Cellar, Gutter, and 
taiKtt IWigade, which waa conducted with spell 
success by my dear sister the Consul and her 
irmatag Ganison girls. The work aroused attcn- 
™- antl was widely written and spoken about, 
presently a point was reached where it was felt 
«'iat it ougbt to be extended. Amongst others 
specially interested in it was- a MtS. Webb, a 
devoted but humble Soldier, atid Iff husband, 
wlto also was a Salvationist. T&is gtfad woman 
naa been helping (he Brigade She came to me 
one day and said, -I ft&ld '& : miiKb Kk$ to do 
soraething for these §&&¥ geoplc' Will you let 
mep and live in a slum?"! weahtntrt be "depen- 
dent upon you for support; what I waot is 
your permission to go and live and work thcxe 
Jar the Army.' 

"As a result, I wenf with her to a densely- 
Powdfd arti just off th? 3SfalwonSi goao, wbeie 



we settled upon three rooms. Here the Webbs 
lived for some time, and this was the first regu- 
lar Slum Post established by the Salvation Army 
—the forerunner of one of the most Christ like 
eatcrprises which perhaps the world has ever 
witnessed." 

"You say, General, that in all ihfs there was no 
deliberate planning on the human side of things, 
but all was by the providential leading of God r" 

"That is just it— and through the humblest and 
jimplest instrumentality. You know, and all the 
world knows by this time, what a marvellous^ net- 
work of mercy the Women's Social Work lias 
become. Well, its establishment followed very 
similar lines to those I have been describing. To 
our Penitent Rorm at WMtcchaptl, fibm ihe 
earliest days, came numbers of poor girls, who, 
weary of life, looked to us for some means of 
enabling them to forsak« their deadly calling. A 
kindly woraan-comradc here, and another there, 
would fix up one of these poor creatures for a 
night in their own homes. But this was only a 
casual, uncertain, and often very inconvenient 
method of dealing with a growing problem. 
Moved with Compassion 

"Presently a warm-hearicd, motherly little wo- 
man, named Sirs. Cottril], who had already con- 
secrated her own 'front room' to this use, came 
to me and said, Tf only I had more room I could 
take these poor girls in for a few d^jfc and look 
after lh cm until they couid be pasWU lo some 
"Home".' 'Very well,' was my answer, 'Take a 
larger cottage and we will help you.' Il was done. 
Then, when this became ermvded and the posi- 
tion inconvcuiuni both for this dear comrade and 
her husband, wc rented their little house, and 
Ihej moved elsewhere. Mrs, Cottril] remained 
in charge, and presently, as the experiment ex- 
tended, still another cottage was added. 

"At this juncture, my dear wife, Mrs. Booth, 
was appointed to direct the new enterprise. 'She 
was horrified and amazed at what she soon saw 
and learned*; so niueli so that she gave mc little 
ptiiet; day nor night'. Indeed, there whs a sense 
in which licr concern vran so deep that it spoiled 
some of the. happiness 01 our second year toge- 
ther. She not only .wept over tlic undrcaml-of. 
ilrgrndniinn rtnd misery oi tlipsv lost women, but 
suffered intensely in realizing that so little was 
done ior them. 

One of Artny't Chief Glories 
"As most "War Cry* rcadurs will know, this 
work rapidly became not only one of the Army's 
greatest triumphs over evil, but one of its chief , 
glories also, spreading to every comer of the' 
globe, winning the praise and approval of even 
ihe critics and cneiilie,s of religion, and canuug 
the gratitude and blessings of tens of thousands 
of those who were once labelled 'daughters of 
shame.' Ah," the General added vAtU shining 
eyes, "the name of Airs. Cottrill, that humble 
Salvation Army woman Soldier bidden awny iu 
her little home among iht imle* of Iv.ist iind 
houses, will be among those banded down in 
honour to onr posterity, revered for what she 
did and still more for the mighty work to which 
it led!" 

A moment later the General, who hut a few 
hums before had concluded the inspiring Jubilee 
Two Days with God, and might well have been 
excused 'this Fresh call an his time and strength, 
burst forth with: — 

Begianmg of Prison Work 

"And what of The Army's Work for Prison- 
ers! That, you know, originated in Australia. 
You remcmW the late Colonel Darker — himself 
an East-End Convert whom wc had sent out 
there? Well, --through reading a newspaper' 
account of a revolting crime he became inter- 
' csted in a murderer v,bose awful fate was laid 
upon hiu muI. He eouTd not shake off the call 
of that poor BJnnec, He gained permission to 
speak with the wretched man in his cell, got him 
converted, and was allowed to accompany him 
to the scaffold. This event tremendously stirred 



Barker's compassion for the neglected and unfor- 
tunate class who occupied the prisons of that 
country, while oil the other hand the authorities 
were much impressed with what he had been 
able to do in the case I have named. 

Seeking and Saving Criminals 

"Thus consent was sought and obtained lot 
him, and then for other Officers, to regularly visit 
the prisoners. Soon Homes were opened for, 
their reception, and the Colonel wrote to us in"* 
the Old Country imploring us to start something 

"Once more the value of a wise leadership 
Came in, and gradually, not in this country alone, 
bin in prncliccdty every country where our Flag 
was unfurled, this work of seeking the Salvation 
and reformation ol criminals -\\iag establish til. 
Modified according lo the varying national con-i 
ditions, so thnt the lines on which it is run, say, 
in the- United States differ widely from thosb 
adopted in Sweden or Great .Britain, yet having 
in view th? same objects, and inspired' by the 
same burning spirit of love to God and love to 
man, this branch of Army endeavour had \vuii 
univcrsnl acclaim and sympathy, and is probably 
destined to accomplish much mort than yet seen, 

"Already, as you are aware, It hag led to some 
striking off-shoots— efforts having a kindred pur- 
pose and aim. Such Is the Reformatory Work for 
boys and girls which for some years has been 
carried on in Australia, and more recently iit^New, 
Zcaliiud." 

".And the Shelter General— one of the earliest 
and most typical Institutions connected with the 
Army's Social Workr" 

Concerned About the Homeless 

"Yes. The case wag different with them, for it 
was on the dear old General's own initiative time 
the work Kgmt. But II w;ii just as unpremedi- 
tated as the sections of which I have been sneak- 
ing. I well remember the General coming home 
very Tate one night from ILi5iiuius or Portsmouth. 
He, as well as myself, was then living at Clapton, 
and .upon my going^ over lo scl» him early next 
morning, I found hint in hi; dressing-room only. 
partly dressed, and pricing the floor. 

'"1 say, Uratnvt'cl!/ he cried as soon as he 
caught sight of m<\ referring lo his juiirucy froij 
Ihe railway .-.Ulfuii i!il- ni^IiL bciuie. 'did you 
know that muu sliuu um all night on the 
bridges? 1 

"■\VVI1, yes/ T replied: ';, lot ol" poor feMows, I 
suppose, do that/ 

"'Then y.m might lo he shamed of yourpclf 
( to have known it and. to have done nothing for 
tliiim' 1 

"I began in speak of the dith cullies, burdened 
as we were, of t:ifciilg up all sorts of Poor Luw 
Work, and so forth; but iny lather, who, as lie 
talked, Wiis marching backwards and forwards, 
waving the brushes lie held in bis hand, stopped 
mc villi— 

"We Must Do Something I" 

"'Go and do something! Wc must do some- 
tiling! We must do something 1" 

" 'What can wc dry?' 

11 'Give them a shelter!' 

"'Tlmt will cost money!' 

" 'Well, that's yonr artairl Something must be 
done. Gel liuld ol a warehouse and warm it, 
and find something to cover them. But mind— 
don't eoddlc them!" 

"Accordingly 1 set to work, An old building 
was scoured in the East India Dock Road, all ' 
obstacles— and thcrewcre many — were overcome 
as time went on, and the process of remaking 
men— physically as well as morally — began to 
develop. 

"Again I say: A Jubilee of deepest thanksgiv- 
ing and highest' praise .to Codl What else is 
possible? What else indeed -would be either 
seemly or right?" And the General had disap- 
peared through an inner door on the ucxt-f

Open- Air Opportunities 
IT will be observed from reports 
* appearing elsewhere cliis week 
that in various places efforts are be- 
ing made io lake advantage of the 
opportunilies summer conditions 
give for going (o (he people with 
the message of Salvation. 
- In this connection it ought always 
to be remembered that when Ihc 
Salvation Army is before them, the 
people expect from it those things 
which arc characteristic oi it. The 
temptation which sometimes comes, 
say in the cafe of an open-air Band 
festival, to choose music that is of 
the character thar would he played 
by an ordinary hand, to the exclus- 
ion of that which, whether it he tn 
its origin or by association, has a 
distinctly Salvation message is a 
- mistake in policy as well as a dere- 
liction of duty,' bccaii&e when ihc 
people go to the Salv.it ion Army 
/they expect to get something more 
than a display of musical ability. 
Now, to a greater exrent than ever 
before, the Salvation Army has ob- 
tained a hearing for its message be- 
cause God has enabled its people to 
demonstrate (hat Christianity is 
practical, It would be a thousand 
piti&s if from any open-air meeting 
or musical festival there shoutd be 
handed io ihc people the sionc of 
mere musical display, no matter 
how polished, instead of the soul* 
fatfsfying bread they really desire. 

In writing thus wc do not wish it 
10 be understood that we undcr- 
. value the importance of good play- 
ing. No Salvation Army Eand 
should ever appear in pub'lie with- 
out having, by earnest practice to- 
gether and individually, ensured that 
the playing will be of the .highest 
order possible, nor without a pro- 
gramme that will be attractive, 
though-, never without the distinc- 
tive Salvation Army "flavour" and 
message.

be ai greater pains to overlook the 
reading of their children, and, as 
they grow tip, see that they* are 
provided with interesting and suit- 
able fitcrat'ir? of a healthy kind, of 
which there is an abundance in ex- 
istence, tbev would usually find that 
the taste for good and true things 
which would thus he cultivated 
would turn instinctively from the 
evil and puerile rubbish which is so 
harmful. 

Wc do not think the selection of 
hooks for hoys should be too puri- . 
tamril, but most certainly any- 
thing which is calculated io inflame 
the passions, gloss over evil, or pre- 
sent falsehood or dishonesty in a 
favourable light should be strictly 
set asicjc as unclean and dangerous. 

A Wrong Attitude 
IT is a maitcr for deep regret and, 
* we feel a national humiliation, 
that there should not yet have been 
a settlement of the labour troubles 
which are causing so much loss to 
1 the country, especially svhcii there 
arc so many signs that if the right 
attitude of mind existed there would 
■ be a speedy ending to, at any rate, 
llic main trouble. 

It seems to us, that it is altogether 
wrong for parlies tn disputes of 
this character to regard themselves 
as being at war. "Warfare infers de- . 
termination on one side or the oth- 
er, or both, to make brute force pre- - 
vail, irrespective of the rights or 
wrong's of the ease in point; it i& of 
course quite possible that force and 
right may he on the same side, but 
that docs not necessarily follow. 

How foolish it is, when one comes 
to Ihink of it, that partners in any 
business should be at loggerheads. 
Labour and capital, or whatever 
means of providing the raw mater- 
ials and machinery for distribution 
of products that may be suggested 
as being better fitted for this than 
the present system, arc partners in 
production, 

War is always wasteful, and for 
there to be war between these part- 
ners must cause losses which arc in- 
calculable. 

Respect and Confidence Necessary 
VJO satisfactory settlement of any 
labour dispute has ever been 
reached without the establishment 
of mutual rcspeet and confidence. 
Any settlements that are arrived at 
by sheer force without question of 
right carry in them, as the world 
has too sadly lea rut ; the seeds of 
future and more bitter warfare, 

It docs seem to us that In view 
of the imperative necessity of, above 
all else, "getting . together" and 
working as- partners should work, 
should sweep away all the preju- 
dices, suspicions, and questionings 
of motive which may exist, and that 
there should be an especially clean 
mveep made of anything thflt is of 
the' nature of "red 'tape;" 1 "proper" 
procedure, or so-called etiquette that 
Stands in the way of the meeting to- 
gether and man to man talking over 
of nflalrs that must precede settle- 
ment. 

Now is the time, it seems to us, 
for all who profess religion to trans- 
late it into action. At the root of 
all human happiness and progress is 
the Golden Rule laid down by Christ 
Himself— "Whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to youj do ye 
even so to them." 

This la not a* sloppy sentimentality 
that limits lawful ambition and 
dooms one to stand aside from pro- 
gress and all profit, but a rule of 
life which, when faithfully observed 
secures the beSl interests of all con- 
cerned. I.t does, however, make pro- 
per consideration for'thc' rights and ' 
welfare of others, every man's flint

A Wise Decision 

A wise decision was made when 
it was determined to concentrate on 
general spiriiual'work and hospital 
visitation in Vladivostok.

These men had 
no chaplain, and it was the privi- 
lege of the Salvation Army Officer 
to conduct church parades for the 
men. until an officfal padre arrived. 

Hearing of the good results fol- 
lowing these Salvation services the 
chaplain of the United Slates S. S. 
Brooklyn was anxious that a Sal- 
vationist should conduct church 
parade for the officers and men on 
his ship, and seeing this ship was to 
put to sea On the particular Sunday 
in question, and no other oppor- 
tunity was likely to present itself, it 
was necessary cither to cancel the 
English service or forego the plea- 
sure of the American nnn. The 
difficulty was solved by the Captain 
of the Brooklyn inviting the men of 
the Middlesex Regiment to take 
part in the Salvation Army service 
on hoard the cruiser.

The Salvation Army came to he 
used as no other organization could 
be. The British Consul turned over 
difficult cases of destitution, and 
clothes were provided and work was

Money was sent home for the men; 
comforts were supplied to soldiers 
and sailors in hospitals, and per-

Salvation Meetings Held 

Salvation services were conducted 
in various Huts, and there was defi- 
nite indication of real and perman- 
ent spiritual good being accom- 
plished. 

It was desired that the Salvation 
Army should lake the oversight of 
a certain room which had been 
started for soldiers and sailors in 
the city, but there was one hind- 
rance. The sale of beer had hJen 
started, and of course it was plainly 
stated that wc could not touch this 
unless the sale of drink was abolish- 
ed. The authorities in ni-cstfam 
could not bring themselves to agree 
lo this. They staled that if they 
had started without it, it would have 
been a different proposition, hut 
having introduced it they could not 
desist. Therefore no part was tak- 
en hi the actual running of the 
room. Hut requests were constant- 
ly being made that a weekly service 
slmuM be conducted with the men 
who gathered there, and on the 
understanding that no beer should 
be dispensed on Sunday evening/, a' 
regular service was instituted, and! 
afrcc tea was provided for all ser- 
vicemen who came along. 

Dinner for Service Men * 

The final effort In Vladivostok 
was the providing of a dinner and 
entertainment for a thousand nten 
on a declared Service holiday. Tne 
possibility of such being 1 done had 
been lalkcd of for weeks in certain 
quarters, hut nothing had materia- 
lized. Eventually the Salvation 
Army was asked to take the matter 
up. The question of drink came up 
again, and it was firmly and court- 
eously pointed out that the Salva- 
tion Army would not associate it- 
self with any venture in which drink 
figured, so this was absolutely left 
out, and lemonade and tea were pro- 
vided instead — and the men were 
well satisfied. 

During the afternoon the baud of 
H.M.S, Suffolk, which had offered 
its services to the Salvation Army, 
rendered excellent music, and great 
cliorts were made to hearten the 
men, who stated that they would 
ever remember Vladivostok and the 
Salvation Army p2rtj\ '

The navy added its tribute to that 
of the yard when Lieutenant A. E.

Island seaplane, and flying as tow 
orer the ship's deck as safety would 
permit, dropped flowers upon its 
deck.

The returns show a total 
of $1,350,000 lias been raised out of 
the budget of $1,500,000, but General 
Vandcrbilt and others at the head of 
the Drive are sure that the final re- 
turns will show the city well "over 
t lie top." Taking the Campaign as a 
whole, it is, in almost every respect, 
-wonderful, and vvc cannot too often 
reiterate our profound gratitude to 
God for the remarkable manner in

[a NEW YORK Bank President 
if» who recently spent some 
months in Europe says that there is 
an idleness and a lack of productive 
activity that seem incredible. In 
England one million people receive 
the 1111 employment dole, and in little 
.Belgium 800,00p,rcccjv j c a similar al- 
lowance. ThoiflfahfeeJ ^Tr tfie:*ctun- 
tricS arc also badly disorganized. 

In France before the war there 
Were six billion bank notes in circu- 
lation; now they have increased six- 
fold. England ia" in a similar posi- 
tion, although not 50 bad. Belgium 
also suflcrs in the same way. 

Foodstuffs are also very, scarce. 
Russia no longer exports food;' 
Jloumania haa not even enough 
wheal for seed; and in Austria, 
Czecho-Slovakia and much of the 
Balkan country the scarcity of food 
is appalling, and will "be for at least 
" another year. All over Europe 
horse-; and cattle have been destroy- 
ed, and in Belgium lie saw men 
li itched to a drag and drawing it 
across the fields. 



TUBE GIVES WARNING 

ATLWNEL of the Metropolitan 
Railway in London, which 
much of the lime is filled with smoke 
or steam, has been equipped for its 
2,200 feet of length with an iron 
tube for giving 110 Ike of the ap- 
proach of trains. 

It wns found that horns or £on,';s 
eouhl be heard not over 700 feet in 
a clear atmosphere and a much 
shorter distance when the atmos- 
phere was filled with smoke or 
steam. A galvanized iron tube, of 
about three-quarters inch, internal 
diameter, is hung along the side of 
the tunnel at the height of a man's 
head, and as trains approach or en- 
ter the tunnel this pipe is caused to 
vibrate in such n way that it can be 
heard through its- length. 



WILD FOWL INCREASING 
jpOSSEDLY migratory birds will 
* never again be seen "in such vast 
flock* a-s when the early fillers 
pushed their way westward, but the 
Xlnilcd States Hiotogical Survey be- 
lieves that their numbers arc now 
increasing year by year. Interest in 
their preservation is wdl justified 
when it is considered that their 
ji'ajuc as food and for other econo- 
mic purpo.«cs amounts to many mil- 
lions annually. Growth of senti- 
ment for the conservation of game- 
buds has been notable in the last 
half-cenlury, we are told.

Wicks, made of the same material 
as the covering, resting in a pan of 
water qn top of the cooler, conduct 
the water over the sides and ends 
of the pan and allow it lo seep down 
the sides of the box. The evapor- 
ation from this moistened covering 
causes a lower" temperature inside. 
Ortrdry,Jiot days a temperature of 
fifty' degrees has been known to be 
obtained in the conkr. This is the 
way to liuitd it; 

Make a screened ease 3^< feet high 
with the other dimensions 12 by 15 
[Aches. If a solid top is u=cd, dimply 
place the water pan on this. Other- 
wise fit the pan closely into the 
opening of the top frame and sup- 
port it by 1-inch cleats fastened to 
the inside of the frame. Place two 
movable shelves in the frame, 12 to 
35 -inches apart, Use a biscuit pan 



or enameled. A covering of white 
canton naiinel should In; made to [it 
the fraim.-. Have the Mtiuolh side out 
ami button thu covering on the 
frame with buggy or automobile 
curtain hooks and eyes arranged so 
that the door may be opened -with- 
out unfastening these hooks. This 
can easily be done by pulling one 
row near the latch -ind the other 
just opposite the opening, with the 
hem on each side extended far 
enough to cover the crack at the 
edge of the door, so as lo keep out 
the warm iniLsidu itir mid retain the 
cooled air. 

This dress or covering will have 
to be hooked around the top edge 
nlso. Two double slrij>9, onr-half 
the width oi each side, should be 
sewed nn the lop part at ihe cover- 
ing, and allowed to extend over 
about 2'/j or 3 inches in the pan of 
water. The bottom of the cover- 
ing should extend into the lower 
pan. Place the refrigerator In a 
shady place where air will circulate 
aruund it freely.

THE Canada Year Dook for 1918, 
prepared by the Dominion- Bur- 
eau of Statistics, states that the total 
number of motor vehicles registered 
for all Canada in 191$ is 2/5,746, as 
compared with 69,598 in 1914, an in- 
crease of 295 per cent in four years. 
In 19H the number of motor car.i 
registered in Ontario waj 535; in 



1918 the number was 1 14,3*5. Tn 
Quebec Province the number hits 
grown from 254 in 1907 to 26,897 in 
1918. ■ 

For Saskatchewan the num- 
ber of registered automobiles has 
increased from 8,020 in 1914 to 50,- 
531 in 1918. In Alberta there were 
.only 41 automobiles rccistcrcd in 
1906; in 1918 the number was 29,300.
